It involves the use of an 
immense mass of credit provided by the Canadian 
banks, and which would not have been provided 
except on grounds of public policy; and it has 
necessitated a sharp depreciation of the Canadian 
dollar in the world’s markets, a diminution of 
the Canadian gold reserve to an extraordina 
low level, and a suspens'on of the export of gold. 
It has dislocated, and will dislocate, the Cana- 
dian transportation system. It could not have 
been carried out at all without the connivance 
of the national Government. And for all these 
reasons we are entitled to view it as a public 
rather than a private transaction, and to enquire 
whether its benefits have outweighed its cost 
from the standpoint of the nation as a whole 
and not merely from that of a group of 
individuals with wheat to market. 

“There is yet another factor on the cost side 
of the case which we have omitted to enumerate. 
It is one which will perhaps not enter into the 
case unless the operation, from the point of 
view of the wheat-sellers, is a tolerably profitable 
one; so it should not perhaps be added to the 
sum total of the other items on the debit side 
which we have mentioned. It is the moral effect 
which will be produced upon the consumers of 
our wheat, if the transaction succceds and a 
substantially higher price is established when 
Canadian wheat moves to the market in a few 
months, No matter what may be the rights and 
wrongs of the case, it will be absolutely impossible 
to convince the European (and chiefly British) 
purchaser that he is not, in that event, being

VANCOUVER, Jan 28—Mounted 
police and foot police broke up a 
demonstration and attempted parad 
of unemployed Monday on the Powell 
street grounds. A number of those 
who tried to march sustained minor 
injuries, while one~ foliteman, Con- 
stablé Reilly suffered a cut on the 
face. The parade was attempted in 
the face of Chief of Police W. J. Bing- 
ham, who stated that no parade was 
to be held. As a result of the demon- 
stration seven persons were arrested 
at the scene of the meeting and three 
at the Communistic hall on East 
Hastings street, which was raided 
police later in the day. Those arrest 
are being held at police headquarter 
charged with inciting riot 

The demonstration was called as a 
protest against the payment of unem- 
ployment relief wages of two dollar 
per day to married men and one 
dollar to single men. Earlier in the 
day, the men working on relief work 
had been asked to stop work and to 
demand wages 

When the crowd which numbered 
about 600 persons began to gather at 
the Powell street grounds. the police 
on hand stood quietly to one side 
while the leaders harangued the as 
sembly. Immediately the crowd begar 
to form for a parade, however, the 
Police interfered. When the formed 
ranks began to marvh trounted police 
charged, using their whips to disperse 
the crowd 

The latter at first offered some re- 
sistance with sticks and stones, but 
with the aid of a squad of policemen 
on foot, the mounted men had soon 
cleared the grounds and had chased 
the demonstrators up various side 
atrects

1. C. Macgillivray, Canadian trade 
commissioner to Holland, Switzerland 
and the Rhine Valley, will arrive in 
Edmonton Wednesday to spend the 
day here before proceeding to the 
Pacific Coast. Mr. MacGillivray grad- 
uated from Queen's University in arts 
and commerce and was appointed 
assistant trade commissioner at Ham- 
burg in 1927, taking his present post 
1 year later. He served overseas with 
the Canadian troops from 1915 to 1918 

Mr. Macgillivray is interested in 
getting in touch with Canadian manu- 
facturers interested in export trade to 
the Netherlands and Edmonton men

on Homes by 10 Per 
Cent. 


The net assessment of the city, In- 
cluding land and improvements, ‘a | 


1930 is $65,551,340, an increase of 
$2,374,460 over 1929, according to a 
report of Thomas Walker, city assessor 
and tax collector, which was presented | 
to the eity council Monday night 
The assessor's report was referred to| 
the finance committee for considefa- 
tion at a special meeting when Ald 
Gibbs suggested that homes might be 
taxed on a 50 per cent building assess- 
ment basis instcad of 60 per cent. 

Ald. Gibbs explained that a char- 
ter amendment secured two years ago 
gave the city this power. He said he 
was mainly concerned with providing 
relief from heavy taxation for the 
home-owners of Edmonton. He said 
he was not so concerned with revenue- 
producing business property. 

Mr. Walker reported that the inner 
zone assessment, taxable at the full 
mill rate, was $64,388,155 and the 
cuter zone assessment taxable for 20 
mills only, was $1,163,185. 

For public school purposes the as- 
sessment amounts to $58,705,515, and 
for separate schoo] purposes, $6,836,- 
975, he stated.
